Two New Items Offered. 

The Cotton Belt added two new 
tems of railway value in its claims 
for valuation, when its witnesses 
insisted that the “corporate or- 
ganism” had a°value on $7,636,909, 
and that there was an “operating } 
organism™ worth $9,664,000. Cor- 
porate organism value was intend- 
ed to cover promotion and financ- 
ing costs while operating organism 
value was described as the cost of 
the establishment of routine and 
the attainment of plant capacity. 

These claims were denied by the 
Commission on the ground that 
“the argument does not satisfy us 
that there is a valid distinction be- 
tween the cost of preparing for op- 
erations and normal operating .ex- 
penditures.” 

“We are of the opinien,” the; 
commission said, “that the evidence 
does not support a specific or sep- 
arate finding for going-concern 
value.” 

The difference between the Com- 
mission's and the railroad’s ac- 
counting method was responsibie 
for vastiy different results. The 
earrier claimed that the Cotton 
Belt proper had a final value of 
$66,983,861. The Commission placed | 
the value at $29.962,097. 
Southwestern ot Texas, the railroad 
claimed a value of $27,937,441. The 
Comuniission’s value was $26,464.- 
238. 

The Dallas Terminal was given a 
higher value by the commission, 
$1,654,500, than wasclaimed by the

FOR AMATEURS

Monthly amateur handicap 
tournaments, which include 
inter-club team competition, will 
be instituted this season by the St. 
Louis District Golf Assaciation, ac- 
cording to an announcement of C. 
F. Irwin, chairman of an arrange- 
ment committee. The first of the 
tournaments will be contested at 
the North Hills Country Club on 
Friday, April 26 

The handicap tournaments will 
have the effect of providing the 
“hundred shooter” with an oppor- 
tunity to beat out the crack ama- 
teurs by surpassing himself with 
a 95 card, and of solving the prob- 
lem of team matches between the 
clubs, abandoned several seasons 
ago. Any member of any club be- 
longing to the @strict association is 
eligible to compete and the fact 
that 8000 invitations have been 
mailed to local golfers is expected 
to result in a large* entry for the 
first event late this mopth, Only 
the Hillcrest and Creve Coeur clubs 
are not yet members of the dis- 
trict association, 

Team Play at Each Meet. 

The players: handicaps will be 
determined at the start by their 
five best rounds of last season and 
the présent club handieap. Handi- 
caps will be raised or lowered on 
the basis of subsequent perform- 
ances.

IN CONGRESS TILL JULY | 


Newton Works at White House by

Night. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, April 15.--—Iep- 
resentative Walter H. Newton of 
Minneapolis, executive secretary to 
President Hoover, plans to take his 
Seat in the Seventy-first Congress 
when the special session convenes 


Monday and may remain in office 
until July 1. Newton, who began 
his service in the Sixty-sixth Con- 
gress, after spending the day at 
the White House job, which he de- 
scribes as ‘“‘voluntary,”’ works for 
his district, the Fifth Minnescta, in 
the evenings at his office in the 
House office building. 

Several factors have entered into 
the withholding of his resignation 
at this time.

Looms After Joint 
Protest Meetings 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 13.—Full 
support of the Federal Govern- 
ment’s fight for total abolition .f 
toll bridges in the United States 
was voted here this week by the 
Joint Legislative Committee of the 
American Motorists’ Association 
and the Keystone Automobile Club, 


the latter the largest automobile | 


club in the eastern part of the 
United States, and affiliated with 


the larger organization. 

One of the chief objections to 
toll bridges is revealed in a survey 
of the United States Bureau of 
Public Roads, showing that most 
toll franchises are primarily for 
toll-gates rather than toll bridges. 

“Irrespective as to who finances 
the original cost of a toll bridge, it 
is the motorists who iiust pay for 
it,” J. Borton Weeks, president of 
both organizations, points out. 

The survey shows that irrespec- 
tive of the efficiency of a private 
toll bridge’s management, from 15 
to 27 per cent of all tolls collected 
go for maintenance of the toll col- 
lection system. This sum repre- 
sents a total loss to the motorists. 
it is pointed out. 

Further comparison between 
publicly operated and privately 
operated toll bridges shows that 
last year the average yield for pub- 
lic toll bridges was 8 per. cent, 
while privately operated bridges

existence. There re- 
mains the memory of a hero. 

If example is of any value, the Boy 
Scouts of this Eastern Tennessee mill 
town have a mark worth shooting at. 
In their annals is the record of a good 
deed that will not soon be equaled. 
It is tue record of this hero who pre- 
Berved throughout a night of horror 
the highest Scout tradition, knowing, 
as he must have, that death for him 
was a matter of hours. 

Scoutmaster Jimmie Wright was the 
hero. He succeeded in saving the 
lives of 21 Scouts of Troop 47. What 
he did was perhaps no more than any- 
One would have tried to do under the 
Circumatances. Anyone brought up in 
the Scout tradition at any rate. But 
It was Wright's calmness and re- 
fOurcefulness that enabled him to 
make his heroic iabors as effective 
as they were. 

The headlines of a few Sundays ago 
horrified the nation. ‘28 Boy Scouts 
Swept Away By Cloudburst.’’ It was 
" PaBY to imagine the whole disaster 
USC as it actually occurred. 

Spring comes early here. Scoutmas- 
fer Wright had long since promised 
the boys of the Troop an outing. There 
Was no putting them off with a threat 
Of porsible rain. Ducks and Boy 
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Scouts react sim- 


flarly to rain. Pa . “ae 
They knew that =e 

Wright, having i, ” 
promised, would Pe : 
not fail them. a no rencen. 


It is a little 
unusual that 
Wright should 
have been a Scoutmaster. That is, he 
was not the customary Sunday school 
type so often found, in the South at 
least, in‘this job. 

He was a member of one of the 
town's leading families. His father 
was the late T. Asbury Wright, law- 
yer and banker, the most popular man 
in Rockwood. About ten yekrs ago 
the elder Wright was a candidate for 
the governorship. The son was edu- 
cated at the University of Tennessee 
where he became a member of Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon fraternity. He was what 
the small town Southern newspaper is 
fond of referring to as ‘‘the scion of 
an old and wealthy Southern family.” 


UT he liked small boys. He made 

friends with them readily, which 

is a rare quality. It was because 
of this that he affiliated himself with 
Troop 47. He made this connection 
through the Christian Church, which 
his family had always attended. He 
liked to go off on expeditions with 
these boys. It meant ai relaxation 
from the strain of his job. At 29, not 
long before his death, he had been 
mad: manager of the Rockwood Ho- 
siery Mill, one of the leading indus- 
tries here. It was a job that he had 
won his way to through his own en-

The week- 
end outings 
became almost 
as much of a 
pleasure to the 
Scoutmaster as 
to the boys 
the m Belves.

Twenty - eight 
active boys 
filled every 
corner of the 
rambling old 
cabin. They

many times before. They knew the 
country roundabout well, every foot 
of it. 

This particular spot was generally 
favored by parents. It was regarded 
as being so safe. White's Creek is an 
innocent enough stream, scarcely deep 
enough to drown in, but ample for 
swimming, paddling and so forth. 

The 28 boys, under Wright's direc- 
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tion, had come 
out in the aft- 
ernoon of Fri- 
day. It had 
been an un- 
pleasant trip, 
with rain fall- 
ing intermit- 
tently. It had 
been good to 


Scoutmaster Jimmie Wright. come into the 


shelter of the 
cabin, where open fires were soon bulit 
by which clothes could be hung to 
dry. Soon, too, there was steaming 
food. 

After supper they gathered around 
while Wright told stories and dis- 
cussed with them the plans for the 
next day's outing. The rain had in- 
creased in violence. But there was 
no cause for apprehension, apparent- 
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Raging flood waters at 


ly. With the degree of order compat- 
ible with Boy Scouts on an outing 
the youngsters finally went to bed. 
Scoutmaster Wright did not go to 
bed with them. The wind and the 
rain increased with such violence that 
he was alarmed. Then one of the boys 
who was unable to sleep chanced to 
go out on the porch of the cabin. It 
was he who first discovered that little 
White’s Creek had risen to the pro- 
portions of a swollen river and could 
be seen very close to the cabin steps. 
Wright, according to the story of 
those boys who survived, was at once 
aware of the danger. He was no long- 
er the good scout on a jaunt. He gave 
sharp, decisive orders. He command- 
ed each one of 
the boys to dress 
and take his 
1 ’ place in his pa- 
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the rain had 
reached cloud- 


~ burst pro por- 


tions. The cabin 
trembled on its 
frame supports. 
The wind was of 
almost hurricane 
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faces of the boys 
were white and 
frightened look- 
ing. Among the 
younger there 
was a stoutly-resisted temptation to 
cry. 

The Scoutmaster next arranged his 
charges in single file, according to 
age. The youngest came first and so 
on. He marched them out onto the 
porch and down the steps. The creek 
had risen. so rapidly that the water 
was already up to the waliets of the 
smaller boys who were first in the 
line. 

The cabin was one-story in height 
with a slightly sloping roof. Wright 
must have believed that he could get 
them all atop it before the structure 
should be swept away. 

But it was difficult work in the 
swirling waters with the rain beating 
down. When the first two or three 
were on top, they could help pull up 
the others, boosted from Wright's 
shoulders. There was no flinching 
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from the discipline that the Scoutmas- 
ter had established. 

In only one instance was the line 
broken. The youngest boy of all, Har- 
ry Shamhart, just turned 12, went 
back to the cabin to get a pair of 
new rubber boots his father had giv- 
en him. He was never heard from 
again. 

All this happened, of course, in a 
remarkably short space of time. 
Wright kept up a running fire of jo- 
vialities leat the boys’ morale should 
break. 

It was, ‘Up with you now, Jimmie. 
Good! There you go."' And, ‘‘Atta boy, 
Carl, there you go. Hang on. Give 
him a hand up there.”’ 

It began to look as though Wright 
would succeed. Only five boys re- 
mained on the ground, or, rather, in 
the water. Then, without warning, a 
great wall of water swept onto the 
struggling figures in the water. It 
swept them away and their wild cries 
were lost to those on the roof in the 
turmoil of the storm. In another in- 
stant it had swept the Tarwater cabin 
from its foundation and down the 
stream. 


NLY one of the boys who had 

been boosted onto the roof lost 

his life. This was Fred Burnett, 
14, who plunged into the water in an 
effort to save his twin brother, Ed. 

The cabin held together until, 
about a mile below, it crashed 
against a bridge pier-head. But the 
roof remained intact and served as 
araft. Rescuers found the boys cling- 
ing to the roof early Saturday morn- 
ing. 

Throughout all this part of the coun- 
try the storm raged that night, send- 
ing streams and rivers out of their 
banks. It made another hero, a hero 
in striking contrast to young Wright. 

In Harriman, Tennessee, ten miles 
down the stream, Tom Alkin saved a 
dozen or more lives. Hereabouts he 
is well known. They call him “the 
fishing parson” or ‘‘the water hog,” 
or “the river rat.'" In short, he is a 
character. He preaches the gospel and 
lives by the grace of God off the fish 
he can catch and the scanty offerings 
he is given.

CHARLESTON, South Carolina.

to Charleston is 
often unaware that 
a few miles away, 
along the Ashley 
River edged with 
its green marsh 
grass, lie two of the 
finest gardens in 
the world. This 
spring they are especially beautiful. 
Once the traveler sees them, he for- 
ever holds in his remembrance these 
two paradises upon earth, the Magnolia 
Gardens and the Middleton Place Gar- 
cens, beautiful, venerable, romantic, 
born before the American nation, and 
famous internationally. These mag- 
nificent estates are but four miles 4 
apart, and if you go from one to the SRR 
other you make your way through a om 
moss-lined lane of oak and cypress. 
For more than 225 years ‘‘Magno- 
illa-on-the-Ashley’ ’—-or ‘‘Magnolia Gar- 
dens’’—has been owned by the Dray- 
ton family and their descendants. The 
Colonial mansion of brick, which for 
a time was the headquarters of Lord 
Cornwallis of the Brétish forces in 
the Revolution, was destroyed by } / 
‘ fire during that war period, and a 
second dwelling was burned during 
the Civil War. A new home has been 
bullt in place of those that went before. 
The Draytons of South Carolina 
are of English stock. From England 
a Drayton emigrated to Barbados, 
and then, about 1671, to Carolina 
there came one Thomas Drayton. 
Another Englishman, Stephen Fox,

Soon after the original grant in 1675. the estate 
passed into the possession of the Middleton family through the marriage of 
the heiress of John Williams to Henry Middleton, in whose descendants the 
ownership has continued down to the present time. 

The real beginning of the landscape work was in 1740, when Henry 
Middleton, who was later president of the Continental] Congress, sent to Scot- 
land for an experienced landscape gardener, a pupil of the famous Petin, 
under whose guidance a hundred slaves worked for ten years to lay out the 

terraces and lines and beds of flowers. 


im With his slave gardeners the Scot created

the Orient, but who found the 
Pennsylvania climate too severe for them. As for the Middleton Place 
Gardens, they boast 36 varieties of the Camellia Japonica: the first of them 
planted in 1785, which marked the introduction to America of that aristo 
crat of flowers.

spairingly whimper and whine? 
In general they did not. Out of 
the harems the women rushed 
with enthusiasm. They bought 
short skirts and silk stockings and 
bobbed their hair. 

Turkey's female flaming youth 
poured into the world about them 
and declared their independence 
of stultified monotony, social cus- 
tom and ignorance. Today their 
voice is heard in business, in sci- 
ence, art, literature, on the stage 
and in athletics. Pious old Mos- 
lem ladies shake their heads re- 
signediy and sigh for the good old 
days when young women had 
nothing to do but gossip, cook and 
wait patiently for a husband. But 
the tide of revolt runs. ~»high. 
The old folks are transformed 
into school pupils painstaking- 
ly learning to read and write 
in the strange new RKoman 
alphabet. 

The oldsters and the very re- 
ligious seem to be the only objec- 
tors to the new order of things. 
Even the men are not averse to 
having one of their chief economic 
burdens lifted from their shoul- 


ders. And the young women revel 
in their new freedom. 

No longer are they confined 
within walls when they seek di- 
version, to reading, writing and 
sewing when they seek education, 
or to cooking when they seek em- 
pisyment. They throng the uni- 
versities and all sorts of business, 
and they are found—in modern 
dress and with male escorts—in 
the theaters, clubs and other 
haunts of pleasure. The Turkish 
flapper earns her own living, lives 
her own life, and—Allah be merci- 
ful'—she meets the man of her 
choice before she marries him. 

Her ambition is to acquire the 
air of a successful business man. 
Bovish dress, boyish manners, boy- 
ish haircuts are the rule, and if 
it were not for the skimpy 
skirts she wears one would 
find it hard to distinguish her 
from & man. 

What a transformation in the 
ancient land of the Sultans and 
Caliphs! 

In those days, a Turkish wom- 
an’s life was a paradise for the 
lazy, but a heart-breaking monot- 


ony for the energetic. A young 
woman would do the household 
duties, or if she were of a wealthy 
family superintend them, in com- 
pany with her mother and sisters. 
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The rest of the day was devoted 
to idling of one sort or another. 
Permission from the master of the 
house was required for going out. 

It was believed in those days 
that women could not be trusted 
to take care of themselves. Con- 
servative Turks feared that the 


abolition of the harem system 
would lead to the breakdown of 
their whole domestic system. Im- 
morality, they maintained, would 
be certain to result, and as for 
giving a woman the right to di- 
vorce her husband—-why, ahe 
would divorce one every day! And 
no inexperienced girl could pos- 
sibly be able to pick her own. hus- 
band. But these predictions have 
not been fulfilled. 

Divorce, too, is no more fre- 
quent than before. A marriage 
tie used to be severed by the hus- 
band, who had merely to say: “‘] 
divorce you! Get out!’ But the 
Prophet had said: ‘‘The curse of 
Allah rest on him who capriciously 
repudiates his wife.”’ and divorce 
was considered a family disaster 
Also, there was the ‘‘nekyah,” a 
form of alimony, so that divorces 
in Turkey always were rather in- 
frequent. 

The success of the new method, 
so to speak, of marrying is to the 
older people the mogt astounding 
phase of the new as, i Why, it 
actually seems reasonable to let 
the young folks see each other be-

fore they tie up for life! Not, of 
course, that the veil was much of 
a barrier to flirtation, but it led to 
some strange results 

One young man of my acquaint- 
ance paid court to what he 
thought was an alluring beauty. 
The affair progressed, much to 
the annoyance of the woman, who 
could not discourage his atten- 
tions. Then one day she raised 
her veil, exposing the departed 
beauty of a lady born a half-cen- 
tury before the suitor! 

With the abolition of polygamy 
the last institution stressing wom- 
an's inferiority passed from the 
socia] system. Formerly a man 
had a right to four wives and as 
many concubines, or female slaves 
of other caste or sect, as he could 
afford. 

One wife was the genera! 
rule among the laboring classes, 
and she, contributing nothing to 
the family income, was expensive 
enough. Today the wife, as well 
as the grown daughters, works 
outside the home when necessary. 
In most homes no one is left dur- 
ing the day but the old folks. 


The man who brought about 
this remarkable transformation 
was one of the first to incur its 
consequences, for better or worse 
Mustapha Kemal, hero of the 
Turkish woman's heart, had the 
misfortune to marry a “new wom- 
an’’ with whom he soon found 
himself in violent disagreement. 
A divorce followed, and now Ke- 
mal is up a tree. 

He realizes that he has already 
set a bad example for his follow- 
ers. A la Kemal in Turkey is a la 
mode. So Mustapha Kemal Pasha, 
iron man and resuscitator of the 
“Sick Man of Europe,’ must be 


extremely cautious about marry- 


ing again. For if a second divorce 
should result, careless divorcing 
might become as common in An- 
gora as in Reno, Nevada 

We have said that the ambition 
of a young Turkish girl is now 
to look and act like a business 
man. But when a Turkish maid- 
en dreams—-and Turkish women 
are said to be the most pensive in 
the world—she dreams of occupy- 
ing the now vacant post of First 
Lady of the Land.
